J. Wallace Beveridge and that 
not a death from cancer had oc- 
curred in the institution since 
the remedy was introduced 
there. The majority of these 
patients have already been dis- 
charged as recovered. 

The new treatment as used is I ' 
of vegetable origin and is admin- 
istered with the hypodermic 
needle. 

The discoverer of the remedy 
is Alexander Horovitz, Ph. D„ 
an Austrian chemist and biolo- 
gist, who carried on his prelimi- 
nary studies in his native coun- 
try. He has been carrying on 
experimental work-Jor the pur- 
pose of improving the method 
of treatment for the last year. 

' A country-wide plan for the 
free treatment of cancer patients 
is being worked out Three hos- 
pitals will be used in New York, 
with other hospitals located in 
other large cities of the United 
States, 

In referring to his remedy Dr. 
Beebe recalls that other widely 
heralded remedies have ulti- 
mately failed and hence he 
writes with much reserve. He 
first gives the details of three 
cases of superficial cancer treat- 
ed outside the hospital. One of 
six years' standing healed com- 
pletely in eight weeks. A sec- 
ond, which had been retarded by 
over-exposure to x-rays, healed 
in two and a half months, and 
remains healed, a period of six 
months having elapsed. A third 
of 11 yean standing, healed in 
six weeks and remains healed.

Travellers Must Value baggage. 

Now that the "outing" season 
has arrived and a general rush 
to the mountains or seaside is 
setting in, it is well that tour- 
ists look into the provisions of 
the Cummins law recently pass- 
ed by Congress. 

Under the old system passen- 
gers were allowed to carry trunks 
and other baggage weighing not 
more than 150 pounds on their 
tickets, and the railroads assum- 
ed liability of not more than 
$100. 

Under the Cummins act rail- 
roads will assume liability for 
baggage worth $100 or less, and 
when the value exceeds that 
amount the passenger will be re- 
quired to pay insurance at the 
rate of ten cents per $100, this 
rate having been fixed by the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission. 

The acts declares tnat any one 
who dishonestly declares the 
value of his baggage will be 
guilty of a misdemeanor whether 
he underestimates or overesti- 
mates his possessions which the 
road carries.

The new remedy has been 
used at the Polyclinic Hospital 
without any accessory treat- 
ment such as x-rays, radium, 
eu-,, andthe results have been 
much more brilliant than those 
obtained at the General Memo- 
rial Hospital. 

It was learned that upward of 
30 cases of inoperable and incu- 
rable cancer had been treated at 
the Polyclinic Hospital with the 
n nu u*y under 

vision of Doctor Beebe and Dr. 
J. Wallace Beveridge and that 
not a death from cancer had oc- 
curred in the institution since 
the remedy was introduced 
there. The majority of these 
patients have already been dis- 
charged as recovered. 

The new treatment as used is 
of vegetable origin and is admin- 
istered with the hypodermic 
needle. 

The discoverer of the remedy 
is Alexander Horovitz, Ph. D„ 
an Austrian chemist and biolo- 
gist, who carried on his prelimi- 
nary studies in his nativecoun- 
try. He has been carrying on 
experimental work for the pur- 
pose of improving the method 
of treatment for the last year. 

A country-wide " plan for the 
free treatment of cancer patients 
is being worked out Three hos- 
pitals will be used in New York, 
with other hospitals located in 
other large cities of the United 
States. 

In referring to his remedy Dr. 
Beebe recalls that other widely 
heralded remedies have ulti- 
mately failed and hence he 
writes with much reserve. He 
first gives the details of three 
cases of superficial cancer treat- 
ed outside the hospital. One of 
six years' standing healed com- 
pletely in eight weeks. A sec- 
ond, which had been retarded by 
overexposure to x-rays, healed 
in two and a half months and 
remains healed, a period of six 
months having elapsed. A third 
of 1 1 years standing, healed in 
six weeks and remains healed. 

The second group was treated 
at the General Memorial Hospi- 
tal. The majority of them died, 
some of hemorrhages as the re- 
sult of the denudation "of ^afge 
blood vessels. These cases were 
all treated with other remedies 
beside that devised by Doctor 
Horovitz. One of these cases 
was treated with radium, which 
produced a marked beneficial

Now that the "outin°;"season 
irnvtl ami a oeneral tush 
to tht' mountains or seaside is 
setting in, it is well that tour- 
ist-, look into the provisions of 
the Cummins law refentl£.,pass- 
ed by Congress, 

Under the old system passen- 
gers were allowed to carry trunks 
and other baggage weighing suit 
more than 150 pounds on their 
tickets, and the railroads assutn- 
ed liability oT not more than 
|1(K). 

Under the Cummins act rail-, 
roads will assume liability for 
baggage worth $100 or less, and 
when the value exceeds that 
amount the passenger will be re- 
quired to pay insurance at the 
rate of ten cents per $100. this 
rate having been fixed by the In- 
terstate Cpmmei'ce ComrnisMojL 

The acts declares tnat any one 
who dishonestly declares the 
value of his baggage will lie 
guilty of a misdemeanor whether 
he underestimates or overesti- 
mates his possessions which the 
mad carries.

A tender went out from tha 
nearby lighthouae to make aa in- 
vestigation. The apparition wai 
found to be cauaed by a strange 
freak of nature. Among tha black, 
jagged rock* that lined both tides 
of the itrait of Le Mairt there wai 
; one that under certain atmospherv 
' ie' conditions bore a curious resem- 
blance to a ship. The formation oi 
tha rock and the shadows that the 
other rocks cast on ft combined ta 
produce the effect of a bark ran' 
ning under short sail. 

The shtp seems te be standing 
head on, pointing to the south, anc 
is rery low in the water. The aaili 
appear to be shortened as they 
would be in what sailors call "half 
a gale." There seem to be three 



masts, and the fore u higher than 
tha main. When you come abeam 
of the vessel the illusion vanishes, 
and the "ship" resolves itself into 
a conglomeration of black rocks. 
The perpetual fog of thoae regions 
helps, ef course, to confuse tha tea 
man's vision. 

The rock that looks like a ship 
is by no means a rare natural for 
mation. On Chpperton island then 
it a great white rock that looks lik« 
a three masted craft, leaning oaths 
wind, with her royals set and ths 
sun shining on her white sails 
Soma distance west of Honolulu 
there is a rock known as "French 
Frigate rock," because oneejipon s 
time a French frigate wenfsshore 
oa it. The cliffs looked so much 
like a ship that the frigate's offi 
cart were ; deceived and thought 
thay were meeting another vessel. 
St. Paul island, in the middle dl 
the Atlantic, is "sHOo retemble" 
ship very closely when it is ap- 
proached from a certain direction 
but it is a place to which mariner* 
prefer to give a wide -berth.—

Strength In Hollownesa. 
The stems of bambooa, grasses, 
wheat and oats are hollow, although 
they grow to treat heights In com- 
parison to their thickness. It might 
naturally be supposed that to gain 
atrengtb as they grew the stems ought 
to be solid at the base, but It is not so. 
Careful experiments have proved that 
a solid column subject to bending 
strains Is sjo Stronger thun a hollow 
one. Consequently all iron shafts are 
made hollow, ami the steel shafts 
which drive Uie screws of steamships 
bare a hole bored- down the center to 
reduce the weight Hut this does not 
reduce the strength. The thickness of 
t* i branches of trees ts tn proportion 
to the weight to be borne. Horizontal 
branches, such ah those of the cedar 
snd elm. are much thicker than "the 
slmost vertical brunches of tbe poplar.

CLIMATIC COIDITIONS OF TlflEWATER 

VIMINIA NOT EXCELLED 10 ANY 

PART OF UNITED STATES. 

In an article coming under 
our notice several months ago, 
which had been prepared by Dr. 
W. A. Plecker, a well-known 
authority, he presents an array 
of facts that should have favor- 
able bearing upon the question 
of building a suitable hotel at 
Virginia Beach to accommodate 
not only summer but winter 
guests and tourists as well. 

Dr Plecker, who is a citizen of 
Hampton, Va., in referring io 
the climate of the Hampton 
Roads section, claims that Los 
Angeles, California, -owes its 
growth in the main to its cli- 
matic conditions, and says that 
during the greater part of the 
year the climate in this part of 
Tidewater Virginia is nol excell- 
ed by that of California, or in 
fact by any other part of the 
United States. 

To be sure, in mid-summer 
and in mid-winterr we have 
spellsof disagreeable weather. 
But the summer heat is modified 
by the briny breezes which blow- 
continuously from the sea, and 
the cold of the winter is temper- 
ed by the same influences 
sweeping across theGulf Stream. 
We rarely have a hot spell or a 
cold spell which endures for 
more than a few days at the 
time. 

As for spring, autumn, the 
early summer and the early 
winter our climate is almost 
ideal. It is certainly not ex- 
celled if indeed it be equaled 
anywhere on the Atlantic coast. 

"There is a limited area of the 
earth's surface in which the ele- 
ments of latitude, range of tem- 
perature, proximity' to the ocean 
and prevailing direction of the 
winds, together with an agreea- 
ble quantity of moisture, and a 
large proportion of clear days 
are found happily blended into 
one harmonious whole. In the 
western hemisphere there is no 
one spot so nearly meets all the 
requirements of a perfect coast 
climate as Tidewater Virginia, 
centering around the finest and 
most beautiful of our American 
harbors, Hampton Roads. 

Of the climate. Dr. Plecker 
says that freezing weather 
rarely begins before the latter 
part of December, occurring in 
spells, lasting usually for two or 
three days. The average tem- 
perature for the winter months 
is 41.9, against an average of 33.4 
at Atlantic City, 31 for New 
York and 28 for Boston. 

The summer average is 77.4, 
spring 57 and autumn 60.4. The
